Executive Committee Not in Favor 
of One Organization 
in West 


TO KEEP AGENCIES CLEAR 





Defection of National Liberty Group 
Serves to Give Organization New 
Lease on Life 





The executive committee of the West- 
ern Insurance Bureau held a meeting in 
Chicago Friday. 
topic to come before the members was 
the purchase of the National Liberty 
group by the Home of New York. The 
National Liberty, the Peoples National 
and the Baltimore American are mem- 


The most interesting 


bers of the Western Insurance Bureau 
while the Home is one of the stalwarts 
of the Western Union. Naturally, there- 
fore, the National Liberty group will be- 
come members of the Western Union, 
thus following the Home. 


New Zeal Is Seen 


It developed early in the meeting that 
the action of the National Liberty had 
given new zeal to ‘the leaders in the 
Western Insurance Bureau. There was 
obviously a closing up of the ranks 
and a demonstration of a spirit of de- 
termination to resist any inroads on the 
cohesiveness of the organization. The 
members of the executive committee 
and other executives who attended the 
meeting asserted that they would under 
no consideration agree to one organiza- 
tion in’the west. Their attention had 
been called to numerous articles in the 
press discussing this subject. The West- 
ern Bureau members made very definite 
replies to any such reports by asserting 
that no matter what conditions arose 
elsewhere the Western Insurance Bu- 
reau would continue to function in every 
respect as it has been in the past. 


Will Close Up the Gap 


It was declared that the remaining 
companies would take the percentage of 
participation in Bureau activities of such 
companies as might for any reason leave 
the Western Insurance Bureau. Rep- 
resentatives of the Crum & Forster com- 
panies were present and a very emphatic 
denial of any intention to change affilia- 
tion was made so far as that organization 
was concerned. It had been declared 
by some of the papers that Crum & 
Forster are very much in favor of a 
single organization in the central west. 


National Liberty Out of Business 


A careful study was made of the rules 
of the Western Union requiring that 
when one of its members was affiliated, 
either through stock control or man- 
agement with another company or com- 
panies. all of the latter must be affiliated 
with the Western Union or the entire 
group must be outside. A unanimous 
resolution was passed construing the 
action of the National Liberty as tanta- 














| FIRE LOSSES SHOW 7 PERCENT DECREASE 


FOR THE FIRST TEN MONTHS OF 1928 








IRE losses in the United States and 
F Canada were very slightly higher 
in October than in that month a 
year ago. This is a little disconcerting 
in view of the fact that the observance 
of fire prevention week in October was 
more general and better organized this 
year than ever before, declares the New 
York “Journal of Commerce.” 
“The number of serious fires reported 


during the month, however, was smaller | 


than usual and this is a hopeful sign. 
Four fires, each of which caused a loss 
of $1,000,000 or more, marred the rec- 
ord for the month. 


Good Record for Ten Months 


“The fact that the record for ten 
months of the year has been favorable is 
encouraging. The united efforts of 
many interests to reduce the fire waste 
appear to be producing results, although 
the reduction will have to continue for 
a considerable time yet before definite 
credit can be given. Among fire under- 
writers the belief prevails that the im- 
provement in methods of adjusting 
losses and the resistance of claims 
which appear suspicious has been an im- 


portant factor in the lowering of the | 


burning ratio, although they have no de-

sire to claim the credit which is due to 
better building construction, improved 
methods of fire fighting, inspection work 
by city firemen, strengthening of arson 
laws and numerous other causes which 
have contributed to the result. 


October Fire Losses 


“The October fire losses aggregated 
$22,414,160, as compared with $22,326,- 
600 for the corresponding month in 1927. 
For the first ten months of the year the 
total is $249,475,760, a reduction of ap- 
proximately 7.5 percent from that of the 
same period a year ago. The fire losses 
by months up to November of this year 
are tabulated, with those for 1926 and 
1927 for comparison, as follows:

MANY OBSTACLES IN 
CONFERENCE PLAN 


Company Officials Declare That 
It Does Not Work in 
Practice 


ATTITUDE OF AGENTS 


Local Men Declare That If They Under- 
stand Reasons for Departures It 
Would Help 


NEW YORK, Nov. 14—According to 
reports reaching this city members of 
the Tennessee Association of Insurance 
Agents at their annual gathering were 
considerably wrought up over a series of 
rules newly promulgated by the Ten- 
nessee Inspection Bureau, contending 
that their application would be unfair 
both to the local men, and what is of 
greater concern, to their assured. The 
practice of the companies in taking im- 
portant action, either in the matter ot 
rates or in governing rules without first 
conterring with the agents was sharply 
condemned, as being opposed to the best 
interest of the business as a whole. 

Attitude of Local Agents 


_ This position on the part of local men 
is by no means confined to Tennessee, 
nor is it of recent creation. As a matter 
of fact agents for years have contended 
that as they supplied the immediate 
point of contact between the companies 
and the insuring public, and had to 
justify to the latter any radical change 
from established policy on the part of 
the former, in all fairness they should 
be given a voice in the consideration of 
any important general move before de- 
cision thereupon be reached. 


Attitude of Companies 


Broadly the attitude of company offi- 
cials in the matter is about as follows: 
The companies operating over broad 
areas are in position to know from com- 
bined experience what form of contracts 
or riders should be written in given 
localities, and under what conditions. It 
may be that changes in forms of regula- 
tions are compelled by court decisions, 
loss experience or developments in eco- 
nomics or industrial affairs. Obviously 
the local agent, intent upon developing 
the business of his own individual office, 
views any marked change in practice. 
not from its general effect, but as it re- 
lates to his own interest.’ Again it is 
asserted the risk classifications of no 
two agencies in a community are exactly 
alike. A proposed change that might 
inure to the advantage of one agent 
would likely have an adverse effect upon 
another. Hence it would be impossible 
to get anything like unanimity of 
thought on the part of the local men. 


Would Employ Unfair Methods 


So far as rate changes are concerned 
company heads point out that if advance 
notice of such contemplated move were

COMMISSIONER SAUFLEY 
MAKES WAR ON PIRATES 


SENDS LETTER TO COMPANIES 


Says Expirations Belong to Agent 
Writing Business, and Must Be 
Respected 





LOUISVILLE, KY., Nov. 14.—Com- 
missioner S. Saufley of Kentucky 
has addressed a letter to all fire com- 
panies transacting business in Kentucky 
in which he clearly sets forth that he is 
not in sympathy with, and plans to deal 
harshly with agents who use mortgage 
loan and similar information for the 
purpose of pirating expirations which 
legitimately belong to the agent who 
held the business at the time the loan 
was made. 

This is good news to members of the 
Louisville board, whose principal objec- 
tion to banking, trust and similar organ- 
izations with insurance departments has 
been in the possibility that was given 
such organizations to use blackjack 
methods in forcing business into their 
insurance departments and copying ex- 
piration dates. 

Board Has Bank Members 


The Louisville board has three bank- 
controlled Louisville companies as mem- 
bers. However, its rules, prior to taking 
two of these in, were amended so that 
bank controlled companies which come 
in clearly agree not to use any methods 
considered unethical by the board, or 
which allow for coercion. The other 
bank-controlled member has been a 
member for many years and was 
strongly in favor of the rules as are 
now used by the board. It has no 
trouble on the score of controlling its 
members, who have been willing and 
ready to cooperate on a highly ethical 
basis, which has made them a credit to 
the local agency business in Louisville. 

Now under the ruling issued by Mr. 
Saufley, financial institutions which are 
not members of the Louisville board are 
also restrained from operating under un- 
ethical methods, under annuuncement 
that they will be severely dealt with, and 
will not be considered as proper persons 
to hold an agent's license. The statutes, 
incidentally, enable the commissioner to 
have a considerable say as to who may 
not be considered a “proper person’ to 
hold license. 

Commissioner States Intention 


The commissioner's letter reads: 

“Attention of the Kentucky insurance 
department has been called to the fact 
that policy expirations are being pirated 
by certain mortgagees of property who 
are holding insurance policies in con- 
nection with their collateral. Such prac- 
tice is wholly unethical and against all 
principles of right and justice. It is the 
invariable custom and practice of the 
insurance business that expirations be- 
leng to the agency writing the business, 
and it is the policy of this department 
that any agent guilty of pirating on such 
would certainly not be ‘a proper person’ 
within the meaning of the law to hold 
an agent's license. 

“Whenever such cases are brought to 
the attention of this department they 
will receive immediate and decisive ac- 
tion. Please call this ruling to the at- 
tention of all of your agents in Kentucky 
and instruct them that it must be obeyed 
to the letter.” 


Edwin A. Palmer Dies 


Edwin Amiss Palmer, principal agent 
of the Mutual Assurance Society of 
Virginia, commonly known as the Old 
Mutual, died at his home in Richmond. 
Nov. 11, aged 63, following an illness of 
several menths. He was a son of the 
late Col. William H. Palmer, for many 
vears president of the Virginia Fire & 
Marine, and a brother of William H. 
Palmer, Jr., chairman of the board of 
the V. F. & M.

DES MOINES, Feb. 14.—Undoubt- 
edly the competition of the mutual 
companies here in Iowa is disturbing 
the field men of stock companies. Much 
has been said recently about it. The de- 
pression due to the agricultural situation 
throughout the state has affected a num- 
ber of kinds of business. In the effort 
to cut down cost, people are casting 
about for cheaper insurance. This un- 
doubtedly has something to do with the 
increase in mutual competition. The 
field men will make a methodical sur- 
vey of the situation, going into the sub- 
ject carefully with the hope of putting 
the question up to their head offices and 
see whether any method can be devised 
to stop the inroads. 


No Change in Arkansas 


As was expected, the Democratic tic- 
ket was elected by the usual overwhelm- 
ing and decisive majorities in Arkansas. 
Harvey Parnell was elected governor 
for two years. J. S. Maloney, the pres- 
ent insurance commissioner, is a strong 
friend and supporter of Governor Par- 
nell and there is no probability of any 
change in the office. Mr. Maloney has 
served two years of a six-year term 
and is removable only for cause. His 
administration has been satisfactory and 
progressive and there is no reason for a 
change. Unless some other position 
more attractive should develop, causing 
Mr. Maloney’s resignation, there is no 
reason to expect any change for the 
next four years.

SEEK TO REDUCE FIRE 
HAZARD IN AVIATION 


DETAILS NOT MADE PUBLIC 
National Board Submits First Draft of 


Regulations at Washington Aero- 
nautics Conference 





WASHINGTON, Nov. 14.—With its 
main purpose the guiding of the ayija- 
tion industry in the building of airports 
so as to reduce the fire hazard to a 
minimum, a meeting, under the auspices 
of the United States Department of 
Commerce, was held in Washington last 
week. Among those attending the ses- 
sion were representatives of the aviation 
industry, officers of the army and the 
navy in charge of aeronautics and mem- 
bers of the bureau of standards. At 
this meeting “regulations for the con- 
struction and protection of airports” 
were discussed. 

Prior to the conference, members of 
the aviation industry had written the 
Department of Commerce protesting 
against, in their opinion, the depart- 
ment’s siding with the insurance com- 
panies. However, once the meeting got 
under way and they discovered that the 
object was entirely to aid the industry 
—to reduce fire losses and to prevent 
the industry starting off with a handi- 
cap of avoidable losses which their in- 
surance premiums would have to cover, 
their objections quickly vanished. 


Prepare Construction Regulations 


It was in December, 1927, at a meeting 
sponsored by the department of com- 
merce, that the Aeronautics Conference 
gave consideration to the subject of 
aviation insurance. Airports were dis- 
cussed from the standpoint of the in- 
dustry. It was pointed out that poor 
construction and fire fighting facilities 
were characteristic of most of the air- 
ports. Insurance companies, which were 
represented at the meeting, felt that 
some regulations on the part of the 
National Board would be desirable. 

With the approval of W. P. Mc- 
Cracken, Jr., assistant secretary of com- 
merce for aeronautics, the National 
Board undertook to prepare the regula- 
tions for the construction and protection 
of airports. 

The first draft of the regulations was 
submitted to the conference held last 
week in Washington and those present 
commended the National Board on un- 
dertaking the work. Assistant Secretary 
of Commerce McCracken opened the 
conference. He was followed by A. B. 
Roome, vice-president of the Indepen- 
dence Fire, and H. E. Newell, engineer 
of the National Board. The balance 
of the day was then devoted to dis- 
cussing the proposed regulations sec- 
tion by section, much valuable informa- 
tion being derived from the conference. 

The plan now is for the National 
Board to revise the tentative regulations 
discussed in order to make them more 
nearly meet the wishes of the industry. 
The revised draft will be submitted to 
the Aeronautical Chamber of Commerce 
at its meeting to be held in Chicago on 
Dec. 7. It is anticipated that a final 
conference may be necessary at a later 
date in Washington. 

The proposed regulations are not be- 
ing made public now, this action being 
taken because it was deemed best to 
withhold their publication until they 
were finally approved. The regulations 
set up standards for the construction 0 
airports, the guarding of hazard and 
the installation of sprinkler equipment 
and other private fire protection.

try were concerned. Each party acknowl- 
edged the justice of the contention of 
the other and has since steadfastly 
sought to remedy the points at issue. 


Presents Extended Report 


As chairman of the conference, C. 
W. Pierce, vice-president of the Ameri- 
ca Fore companies, presented an ex- 
tended report to the Eastern Under- 
writers’ Association some time ago, re- 
viewing the entire situation and offer- 
ing a number of recommendations look- 
ing to its improvement. The report 
was promptly accepted by the govern- 
ing Organization and the recommenda- 
tions embodied therein sanctioned. A 
study of the methods of all rating 
bodies throughout the territory, in so far 
as sprinklered risks are concerned, is 
to be made by underwriting engineers, 
which will probably result in the sug- 
gestion that graduate engineers only be 
employed by the rating bodies for this 
particular type of work in future.

INCREASE ITS CAPITAL 


IT WILL GO TO $7,560,000 





President Ralph B. Ives Issues State- 
ment Telling Reasons Directors 
See for Making This Move 





HARTFORD, CONN., Nov. 14—At 
the special meeting of stockholders of 
the Aetna Fire, a vote was adopted to 
increase the capital from $5,000,000 to 
$7,500,000, thereby approving the pre- 
vious recommendation of the directors. 


| The Aetna Fire has about 3,000 stock- 


holders. 

Stockholders of record as of Oct. 8 
have right to subscribe in ratio of one 
new share for each two held on that 
date, the subscription price being $100 
per share. Payments for stock will be 
made on or before Dec. 8 and the new 
stock will participate in the divident 
payable Jan. 1, next. Stock was quoted 
$630 bid, ex rights, after the meeting 
and rights were quoted at 23 bid, which 
was equivalent to 893, compared with 
890 for the stock on Saturday. The new 
dividend rate will be $20 a share, so 
that those exercising rights will net 12 
per cent on the new money invested. 


President Ives’ Statement 


President Ralph B. Ives, who pre- 
sided at the stockholders meeting made 
a brief address in which he said: 

“After careful consideration, the di- 
rectors have decided that, in view of 
the very large business being transacted 
by the company; of the extension of op- 
erations into new fields as represented 
by the World Fire & Marine and the 
Century Indemnity, and in order to en- 
able the company better to carry out 
plans for future developments, a sub- 
stantial increase in the capitalization of 
the company should be made.” 

“Also, in view of the capacity of the

Announcement of the organization of 
this new company followed closely a 
statement to the effect that the state 
association as such would not promote 
and manage a stock automobile insur- 
ance company. The same men who 
agitated for this step on the part of the 
state association are the chief backers 
and promoters of the new mutual. 

Insurance men who were familiar 
with the efforts to bring the state as- 
sociation directly into the insurance busi- 
ness admit that the state association 
when it formally passed on the question 
of promoting its own insurance company 
turned down the proposal but they point 
out that the only preventive was legal 
obstacles and not any change of purpose 
on the part of those who were in favor 
of the proposal. What these men have 
now done, having found insuperable 
legal obstacles to use of the state as- 
sociation, is to organize a mutual insur- 
ance company, say insurance circle 
observers. 

That a company of this kind can 
build up a great volume of premiums 
was shown when the Great American 
Mutual of Mansfield became the great- 
est collector of automobile premiums in 
the state, and that another attempt 
would be made to build a large mutual 
company in Ohio has been expected by 
the insurance fraternity.

MAY, BE SETTLED 





Ohio and Kentucky Commission- 
ers to Meet Producers Friday 
This Week 


ONE HEARING CONDUCTED 


Two Underwriters’ Organizations Assist 
in Attempts to Solve Commission 
Puzzle 


A committee of five from the North- 
ern Kentucky Fire Underwriters’ Asso- 
ciation and a committee of five from 
the Cincinnati Fire Underwriters’ Asso- 
ciation will meet Friday this week or at 
some later date with Commissioner 
W. C. Safford of Ohio and S. M. Sau- 
fley of Kentucky to attempt making an 
agreement which will settle the differ- 
ences between the agents of the two 
states as to handling brokerage business. 

This was the outcome of a hearing 
conducted last Saturday in Covington 
by the two commissioners. The North- 
ern Kentucky Fire Underwriters’ Asso- 
ciation, through Ed Walker, president, 
and a committee of three members, A. 
G. Simrall, Hal Ricketts and F. A. Bu- 
chanan, charged that residents of Ken- 
tucky, working in or out of Cincinnati 
insurance offices, were not maintaining 
bona fide offices in Kentucky and were 
acting only as dummy agents for the 
placing of business in Cincinnati offices. 
Mrs, Essie Mason, a Kentucky deputy 
imsurance commissioner, and Charles 
McDonald, Covington special represen- 
tative of the Kentucky department, had 
investigated these charges for the Ken- 
tucky department and testified at the 
hearing as to their findings. William 
A. Doody, deputy insurance commis- 
sioner of Ohio, was also present. 

Must Maintain Kentucky Office 


_The Kentucky law provides that a 
Kentucky agent licensed for fire and 
casualty companies must maintain a 
bona fide office in Kentucky. The first 
witness, George A. Keefer, proved that 
he was maintaining a bona fide agency 
in Kentucky and therefore was not vio- 
lating the Kentucky law in this respect. 
Mr. Keefer testified that he signs poli- 
cies of the Reliance Fire for the Rothier 
Agency of Cincinnati, that he solicits 
very little of the business that goes into 
the Reliance and that he receives a 5 
per cent commission for validating the 
policies as a Kentucky agent. Mr. Sau- 
fley said he would have to examine care- 
fully the Kentucky laws to determine 
whether Mr. Keefer’s license as a Re- 
liance agent in Kentucky could be can- 
celed on the grounds of violation of the 
Kentucky statute. 

This testimony brought a statement 
from Mr. Ricketts that when Kentucky 
agents place business in Ohio, they 
place the business with Ohio agencies 
which received 25 per cent of the com- 
mission, while Ohio agents place busi- 


ness in Kentucky, paying Kentucky 
agents only 5 per cent of the commis- 
sion. This appeared to be one of the 


chief sources of complaint. A second 
was that Kentucky citizens writing busi- 
ness in Kentucky are not maintaining 
bona fide insurance offices in Kentucky 
and the third was that some Kentucky 
citizens writing insurance in Kentucky 
do not receive commission at all, but 
are in reality obtaining the business for 
Cincinnati agents and are paid only by 
their salary as employes of these agen- 
cies. Commissioner Safford of Ohio, 
said that all these charges touch mat- 
ters of fact, that if any of the charges 
are proved and involve any violation of

Will Add te Westchester 


The present capital of the Westches- 
ter is $1,500,000. The merger adds $500,- 
000 and makes it a more formidable 
company. The shares of the merged 
company are to be exchanged for shares 
of the Westchester Fire and Delaware 
on the following basis: Each share of 
stock of the Westchester of par value of 
$10 to be exchanged for one share and 
145 thousandths of a share of the stock 
of the merged company of a par value 
of $10. Each share of stock of the Dela- 
ware of a par value of $10 is to be ex- 
changed for 565 thousandths of a share 
of the stock of the merged company 
with a par value of $10. 

The Westchester management has 
had up for some months the proposition 
of continuing the Delaware or making 
the Westchester a bigger company. It 
was felt desirable to strengthen the 
Westchester rather than to carry on the 
Delaware. The Delaware has_ been 
pushed very actively in Western Union 
territory by Manager S. H. Quacken- 
bush. The field men have gotten an 
excellent class for it in all Western 
Union states. 


Replaced by Delaware Underwriters 


The Delaware agents will be replaced 
by the Delaware Underwriters backed 
by the Westchester wherever possible. 
The Westchester was organized in 1837. 
It is one of the old and valued com- 
panies. The Delaware was organized in 
1924 to take over the Delaware Under- 
writers. Its capital is $500,000. The old 
Delaware of Philadelphia was reinsured 
by the Westchester and the Delaware 
Underwriters’ policy replaced it. Many 
of the Delaware Underwriters’ agents 
preferred to keep the Westchester even 
when the Delaware was organized as a 
separate company. 

The retirement of the Delaware 
seems to be a reversal of the usual trend 
of companies seeking to add to their 
running mates, strengthening them and 
taking on even more auxiliaries. In the 
present case the Westchester preferred 
to make the parent company a bigger 
and stronger institution, feeling that its 
momentum would carry it along to a 
further extent than would the two com- 
panies operated separately.

POSTPONE ACTION ON 
QUALIFICATION LAW 





California Association Agrees on 
Stricter Enforcement of 
Existing Statutes 


DISCUSS FEE REDUCTION 





President Schroeter Asks for Restora- 
tion of Agency-Company Loyalty 
in Annual Address 





Strict enforcement of existing laws of 
California with reference to agency qual- 
ification and the appropriation of $25,000 
additional for the insurance department 
annual budget in order that these laws 
may properly administered rather 
than the enactment of additional laws 
was advocated at the opening session of 
the annual convention of the California 
Association Insurance Agents at 
Bakersfield. 

This action was taken by the mem- 
bers after an informal talk by Commis- 
sioner Charles R. Detrick, in which he 
pointed out that in view of the opposi- 
tion which has developed to the intro- 
duction of an agency qualification bill 
at the coming legislature and the difh- 
culties the agents would undoubtedly 
face in drawing up such a bill, it would 
be far better to endeavor to see that the 
present law is strictly enforced. 

Lack of Funds 


be 


of 


The work done by the insurance de- 
partment in endeavoring to regulate the 
appointment of agents was outlined by 
Mr. Detrick, who stressed the handicap 
under which he and his deputies labored 
because of lack of funds. He pointed out 
that last year’s budget ran in the neigh- 
borhood of $70,000, while during that 
period there was collected from insur- 
ance companies, agents and brokers the 
sum of $230,000. He advocated that the 
agents endeavor to have an additional 
$25,000 appropriated to the department 
for the “policing” work which would be 
necessary in order to enforce the pres- 
ent law. He stated that brokers and 
agents paid $188,000 last year, but that 
of that sum not more than $12,000 was 
spent by the department on matters of 
interest to agents and brokers in the 
matter of licenses. “There would be 
ample,” said Mr. Detrick, “to cover this 
additional $25,000 and we could then 
give to agents and companies the kind 
of service which we feel they are entitled 
to and which we believe will help the 
general public, which, after all, benefits 
by having competent and respectable 
agents.” 

Possible te Reduce Fees 


Continuing, Mr. Detrick referred to 
thé 625 insurance companies now li- 
censed in the state as well as the 35,000 
agents and more than 5,000 brokers, 
expressing it as his opinion that it might 
be possible to reduce the $20 filing fee 
now charged companies to $10 and the 
fee of brokers on renewal licenses to $5 
instead of the present $10. He would 
also be in favor of a reduction in the 
license fee of agents where possible to 
50 cents in place of $1 which is the fee 
now charged. This, Mr. Detrick pointed 
out, could be accomplished if some re- 
vision were made in administering the 
funds collected by the insurance depart- 
ment, and in spite of such reductions 
and the appropriation of the suggested 
$25,000 additional, there would still be a 
balance left to turn over to the general 
funds of the state. 

Following Commissioner Detrick, Eu- 
gene Battles of Los Angeles referred to 
the opposition to any agency qualifica- 
tion bill which would undoubtedly de- 
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velop, speaking in favor of an expansion 
of the insurance department’s activities 
so that the department might keep in 
closer contact with the agents through- 
out the state so that the exact status of 
all questionable agencies might be kept 
under strict surveillance. 

R. L. Patterson, local agent and state 
assemblyman of Taft, who introduced 
the agency qualification bill in the 1927 
legislature and who has been in con- 
stant touch with the situation ever since, 
called attention to the great detail and 
the amount of study necessary to pre- 
pare a proper qualification bill for pres- 
entation at the coming legislature. 

Following the discussion Secretary P. 
S. W. Ramsden reported on the meeting 
which was held on the subject two weeks 
ago in San Francisco between represen- 
tatives of the various branches of in- 
surance, indicating that undoubtedly 
there would be strong opposition from 
certain quarters manifested, should the 
agents attempt to effect such legislation. 
As a result of these indications the ex- 
ecutive committee of the association felt 
it would be better to try out the existing 
law rather than attempt to pass a new 
law. As a result of these deliberations 
the convention unanimously voted to re- 
fer the matter to the resolutions com- 
mittee. 

Schroeter Gives Message 


Urging that the agents do their part 
in upholding the conditions of the na- 
tional conference agreement and making 
a bid for the restoration of agency-com- 
pany loyalty, President Harry R. 
Schroeter published his annual message 
in the special convention edition of the 
agents’ official organ, instead of reading 
it from the platform. In his message 
Mr. Schroeter said: “There is no ques- 
tion but what the stock company plan 
and the American agency system are 
doomed if stringent measures are not 
taken to immediately cure some of the 
existing evils in the business. I have no 
desire to sound a note of pessimism but 
rather a note of warning. The facts are 
patent and if anyone questions the trend 
of the business take a casual look at the 
figures and you will soon see where the 
business is going. We are better 
equipped today than ever to combat our 
common enemies and it only remains for 
all concerned to recognize the commu- 
nion of interest between all branches of 
the business and then act in unison.’ 


Send Out Questionnaires 


Percy S. W. Ramsden, secretary- 
treasurer, in his annual report pointed 
out how the association has, during the 
past year, kept in close touch with its 
members, sending out many question- 
naires so that the executive committee 
could be governed entirely by the wishes 
of members and also that they might 
keep informed as to the activities of 
the farm mutuals writing automobile in- 
surance, the activities of financial insti- 
tutions and other conditions of vital 
importance to the agents. 


Complicate Situation 


The effect of the many new companies 
entering the business was stressed by 
H. J. Thielen, past president of the 
state association and regional vice- 
president of the National association, 
who led the discussion on “Shall policy- 
writing agents continue to be satisfied 
with the same commission as non-pol- 
icy-writing agents?” Mr. Thielen ex- 
pressed himself as feeling that there 
should be a differential. 

The annual jinks with the Bakersfield

WILL REQUIRE A_ DEPOSIT 


Commissioner Brown of Minnesota De- 
mands Automobile Writing Com- 
panies Put Up $100,000 in Trust 


Insurance Commissioner Garfield 
Brown of Minnesota has ruled that all 
companies writing automobile insurance 
in his state must deposit $100,000 with 
their home state for the protection of 
policyholders. Mr. Brown gives his in- 
structions as follows: 

“In a recent attorney-general’s opinion 
interpreting section 3319, general stat- 
utes 1923, he states that all fire insurance 
companies writing lines, other than fire 
and marine, are required to have on de- 
posit with their home state for the pro- 
tection of all their policyholders se- 
curities valued,at least $100,000. 

“Our records show that your company 
is writing motor vehicle lines together 
with general fire and marine lines; how- 
ever, your financial statement does not 
show a general deposit. 

“We are therefore required to obtain 
from you a certificate executed by the 
proper official of vour home state show- 
ing that such a deposit has been made 
and a similar certificate should accom- 
pany your annual statements filed with 
this department.”

made known, the temptation to certain 
not over-scrupulous agents to pass the 
information along to the clients of their 
rivals with the idea of capturing lines at 
the existing figures and tying them up 
for term periods, might prove too strong 
for resistence, and the honest agents as 
well as their companies would suffer in 
consequence. 
Difficult to Select Conferees 


Should it be desirable to confer with 
the local men as to an important matter 
of wide application, managers ask who 
would be considered as the authorized 
voice for the agents. The various state 
associations they allege only include 
among their members a small percent- 
age of the total number of agents in 
each ‘commonwealth, although they write 
a larger percentage of the business. 
They instance, 
the difficulty had in getting at local 
agency sentiment the experience during 
the early days of the Eastern Under- 
writers Association, when a series of 
conferences were had with the local 
representatives in an effort to arrive at 
an acceptable commission arrangement 
for the “ordinary territory.” 

At these gatherings several hundred 
local men were present, and almost as 
many different propositions advanced. 
Each agent wanted a scale of compensa- 
tion that would prove most advantageous 
to him, without regard to the effect it 
would have upon his neighbor. While 
the situation was finally disposed of 
through the adoption of a scale by the 
companies themselves, in so far as the 
“ordinary territory” was concerned; the 
question is sill unsolved as it applies to 
the “excepted” centers of Boston, Phila- 
delphia and Pittsburgh. 


No Conclusions Reached 


Here again a number of point sessions 
have been held by managers and agents, 
but thus far without appreciable result.

It is expected that the 
routine business of the consolidated office 
will continue much as before and there 
will be no change in agency arrange- 
ments. The field men of the Royal and 
Queen in their western departments 
were called to Chicago last Saturday and 
each company announced the plan for 
the merging of interests.

REPORT ON INCOME TAXES 
OF INSURANCE COMPANIES 


WASHINGTON, 


D. C., Nov. 14.— 
Income taxes aggregating $29,314,377 
were payable to the government for 


1927 by 1,729 corporations engaged in 
the insurance business, according to 


preliminary figures just made public by 
the bureau of internal revenue. 

Of the 1,729 insurance corporations 
reporting 959 taxable incomes, their 


gross income aggregating $2,070,080,762 


and their net income $255,851,359, from 
which there was deducted $12,366,600 
as net loss for prior years, while 770 
corporations reporting gross income of 
$330,309,169 reported no net income 
having an aggregate deficit of $59,941,- 
744. 


The fact that these 770 corporations 





reported no taxable income does not | 
necessarily indicate that they made uo 
profits’ in 1927, but merely that their 


allowable deductions served to wipe out 
any net income which they might have 
shown on their books. 

Of the returns filed by 1,404 accident, 
casualty, fire, marine, mutual, fidelity 
and bonding corporations, 717 of which 
were taxable, having gross income ag- 
gregating $817,036,150 and net income of 
$58,769,879, from which $2,574,001 was 
deducted as net loss for the prior year, 
the taxes paid aggregating $7,021,528. 
The 687 companies reporting no net in- 
come had a gross income aggregating 
$596,154,056 and deficits of $90,725,296.

Some Speculation as to 
of Insurance Under 
Regime 


With the election of Myers Y. C 
Republican, as governor of Ohio, there 
will be a clean sweep, in all probability, 
of the state offices under control of the 
governor. Democrats have been in 
power for six years in these offices. 
Among the anpointments to be made by 
the governor, or rather by the new 
director of the department of commerce, 
with the governor's ap yproval, will be a 
superintendent of insurance, to succeed 
Superintendent William CC. Safford, 
Democrat, who succeeded Harry L. 
Conn in that position. Up to this time 
there has been little or no speculation 
as to whom Governor-elect Cooper will 
select to head the insurance department. 
During the campaign it was reported 
that if Mr. Cooper were elected he would 
name Congressman Charles Brand ot 
Urbana. Mr. Brand was responsible for 
the investigation of fire insurance rates 
in Ohio, and the circulation of this re- 
port, it is believed, was done for the 
purpose of injuring Mr. Cooper's can- 
didacy. Mr. Brand has been reelected 
to Congress and would not accept the 
position were it offered him. He is not 
an insurance man. 

About the only name suggested in 
connection — the appointment 1s 
that of Judge C. S. Younger of Celina, 
special at in the office of the at- 
torney general in charge of insurance 
matters. He served as deputy insurance 
superintendent under Superintendent B. 
W. Gearhart and when the Democrats 
got control he was transferred to the 
attorney general’ s department. He has 
had charge of all the insurance depart-

ment’s legal business for the last six 
years. Two of the cases which he 
handled were carried to the United 
States Supreme Court where the state 
was declared the victor. Briefs pre- 
pared by Judge Younger in several in- 
surance cases have been widely sought. 


It is believed that he is in closer touch 
with the insurance matters of the state 


than possibly any other person who 
might be considered for the appoint- 
ment.

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FEELING IN WEST 


Agents Still Feel Embittered Because 


Uniformity Companies Do Not 
Grant the Demand 





CHARLESTON, W. VA., Nov. 14— 
There has been much misunderstanding 
regarding the meetings between the con- 
ference committee of the West Virginia 
Association of Insurance Agents and 
the supervisory committee of the West 
Virginia Uniformity Association as to 


the state is quite bitter in spots. The 
new commission contract, which is the 
Eastern Underwriters Association 
agency schedule, has been sent to the 
agents representing Uniformity Asso- 
ciation companies. Many of the agents 
do not like this contract. They feel that 
an opportunity should have been given 
them to talk over a matter before it was 
submitted. 

There have been meetings of local 
boards throughout the state to discuss 
the situation. The companies have a 
number of friends among the agents and 
some of them feel that the supervisory 
committee has done all that it could be 
expected to do. Others declare that the 
separation feature in the agreement 
whereby agents can only get 20 percent 
flat as representing uniformity com- 
panies is not agreeable. Some agencies 
evidently have close communion with 
their non- uniformity companies and do 
not want to give them up. They declare 
they do not relish being penalized if 
they stand by their rights to take on any 
companies they may need. 

The agents contend that their ex- 
penses have increased greatly during 
the last few years, their business has 
been cut into by chain stores, combina- 
tions of all kinds, and so on. Figures 
are given by some of these agencies to 
prove that they cannot conduct their 
business on a 20 percent flat program. 
If the companies insist On a more care- 
ful selection of risks of course that 
means cutting down the gross amount 
of premiums. 

Some of the field men say the West 
Virginia Uniformity Association has 
done everything possible for the West 
Virginia agents. They declare that it is 
not to be expected that West Virginia 
should receive higher commissions than 
other eastern territory. The whole situ- 
more or less confused and rela- 
tions are becoming more strained. 





FEEL OUTSIDE COMPETITION 


Union and Bureau Offices Find Them- 
selves Confronted With Active Non- 
affiliated Fire Companies 


COLUMBUS, O., Nov. 14.—Experi- 
enced Ohio Union and Bureau field men 
are showing more than a little appre- 
hension concerning the future effect of 
the planting of the new non-affiliated 
companies in agencies of the state. 

A number of Bureau agencies are 
already seriously affected and indica- 
tions are widespread that Union agen- 


cies are being solicited to take on 
non-affiliated companies. One large 
agency now has four of the non- 


affiliated companies. It is common to 
hear that prominent Union agencies are 
approached once and twice a week to 
permit entry of these companies into 
their offices. 

The appeal of the new companies is 
along commission lines, generally in the 
form of contingents, which are popular 
with agents.

Field men of the Union and Bureau 
disadvantage in meet-

have an established business to super- 
vise. The field men of the new com- 
panies have no business now to occupy 
their attention and therefore can give 
their entire time in an effort to pry 
themselves into existing agencies. 

Some Offices 


Most of the Union 
to be going upon the 
their agencies are clear. But within the 
last year or two, it is known that some 
of the former Union agencies have be- 
come mixed agencies largely because 
Union companies were withdrawing 
their facilities for the handling of cer- 
tain kinds of business, particularly farm. 
Consequently, the farm agency for a 
non-Union company has been taken and 
once the non-Union company is in the 
agency it is difficult to hold the agency 
in line against admission of more non- 
Union companies. Most agents frankly 
look at commissions first and where 
reasonable assurance of sound protec- 
tion is offered they are likely to follow 
the higher commissions. 

Once a non-Union company gets into 
an agency, it is a mixed agency. For, 
in Ohio, separation cannot be enforced 
on account of the commission law. It 
is the contention of leading Union field 
men that prevention of entry of these 
non-Union companies is the only real 
method of handling the problem from a 
competitive viewpoint.

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NO CHANGE MADE IN MICHIGAN 


Reelection of Governor Green Assures 
Continuance of Commissioner Liv- 
ingston’s Successful Regime 





LANSING, MICH., Nov. 14.—While 
Republican dominance in Michigan made 
the result of the recent election almost 
a foregone conclusion long before the 
voters actually registered their prefer- 
ences at the polls, the reelection of Gov- 
ernor Fred W. Green, assuring continu- 
ance at the head of the insurance depart- 
ment of Commissioner Charles D. Liv- 
ingston, was immensely pleasing to all 
friends of sound insurance in the state.

Aside from legisla- 
lative accomplishments, however, which 
are, of course, incidental to sound ad- 
ministration of the department, the

A clean-up of slashings and waste in the 
producing area and discontinuance of 
many hazardous practices by the opera- 
tors were ordered some time ago.

Charles Filkins, president of 
the village, says he believes some ar- 
rangement can be made whereby the 
two new trucks in the Northville fire 
department may be made available to 
the township. 





Report on Indianapolis Work 


INDIANAPOLIS, Nov. 14—The Indian- 
apolis fire prevention division, in its re- 
port for October, showed that 69,985 in- 
spections have been made to date, in- 
cluding reinspections and those made 
during fire prevention week. Chief Hor- 
ace W. Carey, in charge of the division, 
reported also on the activities during 





fire prevention week, when 7,709 inspec- 
tions were made, the majority of these 
being on dwellings. The inspections un. 
covered 554 defects, outside flues being 
the chief offenders. There were 15 de- 
fective buildings found. 

During fire prevention week talks 
were made in 122 schools before 62,256 
pupils. At the beginning of the cam- 
paign, approximately 75,000 home in- 
spection blanks were distributed to the 
schools by the fire prevention men. With- 
in two weeks 15,000 had been returned, 
These blanks show comprehensive self in- 
spection of thousands of homes and on 
the basis of these reports many orders 
will be issued for the correction of fire 
hazards.

federation, according to President E. J, 
Scofield, who is vice-president of the 
Standard Accident. 


Michigan Arson Confessions 


Dr. Grove W. Dunham of Albion, Mich., 
a dentist of long practice there and out- 
standing in social circles of the city, con- 
fessed in Jackson county circuit court 
to having fired the farm property of his 
father in Pulaski township the night of 
Oct. 29. Dr. Dunham had been taken 
into custody for questioning in connec- 
tion with the fire after a lengthy inves- 
tigation by Charles A. Allen, deputy 
state fire marshal. 

According to the confession, the crime 
was committed to collect sufficient insur- 
ance money to meet a number of debts 
which had been worrying the dentist for 
some time, including a heavy mortgage 
on his home and the balance due on cer- 
tain office equipment. 

Peter Calos, youthful restaurateur, and 
his 18-year-old fiancee, Helen Molnar, 
pleaded guilty last week at Kalamazoo, 
Mich., to charges of arson in connec- 
tion with the firing of Calos’ confec- 
tionery store and cafe a few weeks ago. 


Detroit Agency Incorporates

Already the 
association numbers more than 375 in- 
surance men. While not in the nature 
of a membership campaign, the drive is 
expected to bring the total well above 
the 400 mark by Dec. 1, according to 
George Brown, executive secretary. 


Can’t Insure War Memorial 


INDIANAPOLIS, Nov. 14.—In a recent 
opinion by Attorney General Gilliom to 
Frank H. Henley, secretary of the 
Indiana World War Memorial trustees, 
the attorney general took the view that 
the trustees have no authority to place 
insurance on the main building of the 
memorial plaza. The opinion was re- 
quested by Mr. Henley in a letter in 
which he said the trustees authorized 
him to place $500,000 fire insurance on 
the main building because of hazards 
which they said are created by two 
churches which adjoin the memorial 
structure. The two churches refuse to 


vacate the property. 

“There is no authority, either ex- 
pressed or implied, in the board of trus- 
tees of the Indiana World War Memorial 
to contract for fire insurance on the 
memorial structure in question and to 
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pay the premium therefor. This matter 
may be called to the attention of the 
general assembly which soon will con- 
vene, and that body may by suitable 
legislation provide therefor if it desires,” 
Mr. Gillliom wrote. The memorial build- 
is of stone and fireproof construction 
and cost about $5,000,000. 


Wants Improvements at Ann Arbor 


Engineer Hopkins of the National Fire 
Prevention Association secured the crea- 
tion of a fire prevention committee by 
the Ann Arbor, Mich., chamber of com- 
merce. He has suggested as first points 
of attack the revision of the building 
code and provision of a modern fire 
alarm system. 





Improvement at Springfield 


Engineer Hopkins of the National Fire 
Protection Association met with the fire 
prevention committee of the Springfield, 
Ill, chamber of commerce a few days 
ago. 
for the year were laid out. Since Au- 
gust the fire prevention bureau has had 
40 old buildings torn down. The drill 
tower erected some time ago is not yet 
being used. Plans for the fire 
system are being developed. 


Recommendations for Fort Wayne 

Engineer Hopkins of the National Fire 
Protection Association in a recent visit 
to Fort Wayne, Ind., urged the erection 
of a drill tower for the firemen, an in- 
crease in the fire prevention bureau 
force and the introduction of salvage 
work in the fire department. He states 
that excellent fire prevention educational 
work is being carried on in Fort Wayne. 


Arson Conviction Difficult 

DETROIT, MICH., Nov. 14—“It is a 
more difficult job to convict in the aver- 
age arson case than in murder,’ Com- 
missioner Charles D. Livingston told 
members of the Michigan Association of 
Fire Underwriters following their 
monthly meeting Monday.

EXPECT FREEDY TO STAY ON 





Wisconsin Commissioner Not Likely to 
Be Affected by Change of Admin- 
istration There 


MILWAUKEE, Nov. 14—Unlike 
former years in Wisconsin, when the 
position of insurance commissioner has 
been a political football with the change 
of administrations, it appears this year 
that Milton A. Freedy, present commis- 
sioner, will fill out his term of office, 
which does not expire until July 1, 1931. 

Walter J. Kohler was elected governor 
by a big majority. There have been no 
signs during this campaign of sweeping 
changes in appointive offices, such as 


there were two years ago. Mr. Kohler’s 
principal idea during his campaign was 
the giving of a business administration 
to the state. 

Commissioner Freedy was appointed 
in January, 1927, when Governor Zim- 
merman took office, for the unexpired 
term ending July 1, 1927. When that 
term expired he was reappointed for the 
full four-year term. 


Operated on Business Basis 


Leading insurance men in Milwaukee 
feel that Commissioner Freedy will be 
continued in his office during Mr. Koh- 
ler’s regime, because his policy of oper- 
ating the Wisconsin insurance depart- 
ment has been on a business basis. He 
was not a politician. Prior to his being

appointed he had never been in politics 
nor held political office, and when he 
took over the commissionership he em- 
phasized the fact that he was not a poli- 
tician and that he would run the depart- 
ment without any strings on him.

THROUGH WITH WILDCATTING 


Election Results in North Dakota Show 
Desire to Put State on Sound 
Business Basis 


FARGO, N. D., Nov. 14—The im- 
pressive majority of George F. Shafer, 
new attorney general for North Da- 
kota, for governor, the election of two 
other Independent members of the in- 
dustrial commission to serve with Mr. 
Shafer and the slashing defeat of the 
proposed $25,000,000 bond issue to pay 
depositors in closed North Dakota state 
banks, “marks the writing at the polls 
on Tuesday of an insurance policy which 
will give the people, as beneficiaries, 
sound progressive government,” to quote 
an editorial from a North Dakota paper. 

From the large majority given Mr. 
Shafer there can be only one deduction, 
that the people of North Dakota are 
through with governmental wildcatting, 
they are through with any attempts to 
expand the present industrial program, 
they do not propose to place the Bank 
of North Dakota on a basis to function 
“as originally intended,’ or to permit 
counties to establish branch banks of 
the Bank of North Dakota. 

Working with Mr. Shafer on the in- 
dustrial commission will be J. A. 
Kitchen, Independent, reelected commis 
sioner of agriculture, and James Morris, 
Independent, attorney general. 

S. A. Olsness, present commissioner 
of insurance, running on the Independ- 
ent ticket, who has held this office con- 
tinuously since 1916, is ahead with 
59,175 votes to Mrs. Luella Hildreth’s 
11,492. 

The Nonpartisans will continue to 
have control of the senate, Independents 
losing by three seats, but control of the 
house goes to the Independents. The 
defeat of the $25,000,000 bond issue by 
a majority which is estimated at 10 or 
12 to 1, is another evidence that North 
Dakota is thinking soundly and well. In 
this action the voters said plainly and 
definitely that those who backed this 
bond issue had no claim on the state. 


STATE INSURANCE REJECTED 


Farmer-Labor Candidate in Minnesota 
Wanted to Force Out Private 
Companies in That State 


ST. PAUL, Nov. 14.—State insurance 
was rejected by Minnesota voters as far 
as the balloting on governor is con- 
cerned. Governor Theodore Christian- 
son, who has never favored this form 
of state activity, was reelected by a large 
plurality, while Ernest Lundeen, farmer- 
labor nominee, who made state insurance 
one of his proposals, was overwhelm- 
ingly defeated. Previous efforts for state 
insurance have been more along com- 
pensation and automobile lines than any- 
thing else, but the farmer-labor candi- 
date proposed to go farther and practi- 
cally force all private insurance com- 
panies from the state. 

In the legislature, however, the state 
insurance threat still exists as far as a 
few members are concerned. There are 
certain to be bills offered inimical to the 
insurance companies when the legisla- 
ture convenes in January, but there is 
nothing to indicate now that the spon- 
sors of state insurance will get any 
farther than they have in recent ses- 
sions. Insurance men in the state are 
generally well satisfied with the election 
results. 

The election insures that there will be 
no change for six years at least in the 
head of the insurance department. Gar- 
field Brown, who has just taken office 





to fill out the unexpired term of George 
W. Wells, was appointed until Feb. 1, 
1929. As Governor Christianson was re- 
elected there is little doubt that he will 
reappoint Mr. Brown for a new term 
of six years. He has made a good im- 
pression with insurance men and, as far 
as there are indications now, they will 
not oppose his reappointment. 

It is understood that R. D. Lindahl, 
who has been deputy commissioner, has 
tendered his resignation to take effect 
in the near future. This, so far as now 
known, is the only change imminent in 
the department personnel. 


Minneapolis Bowling League 

MINNEAPOLIS, Nov. 14.—The Insur- 
ance Bowling League of Minneapolis is 
attracting unusual notice among insur- 
ance men in the city. Keen competition 
is reported in the league, which was or- 
ganized this fall, and it is believed that 
it will become an institution in the city. 
There are eight teams represented in 
the league, with Ocean Accident & Guar- 
antee leading, and the others following 
in crder: Travelers, General Inspection, 
Fred L. Gray Agency, Marsh-McLennan 
Agency, Blue Goose, Northwestern Fire 
& Marine, and Western Adjustment. 


Nugent Gets Blue Goose Post 


MINNEAPOLIS, Nov. 14.—C. E. Nugent, 
assistant manager of the Western Ad- 
justment in Minneapolis, was elected 
keeper of the golden goose egg to suc- 
ceed Clyde W. Seanor at a meeting of 
the Minnesota Blue Goose. Mr. Seanor 
has been transferred from Minneapolis 
to Detroit as manager of the branch 
office of the Underwriters Adjusting 
Company in that city. 


New Oil Storage Ordinance 


ST. CLOUD, MINN., Nov. 14.—A new 
ordinance regulating storage, sale and 
handling of inflammable oils and fluids 
in St. Cloud has been adopted after five 
months’ study. The ordinance requires 
that all tanks with a capacity of over 
10,000 gallons must be enclosed with 
concrete or masonry dikes with a ca- 
pacity of one and one-half times the 
capacity of the tanks enclosed. 


Inspection of Bemidji, Minn. 


Members of the Minnesota Fire Pre- 
vention Association have completed an 
inspection of Bemidji, Minn. G. D. Van 
Wagenen, secretary, presented a report 
of the results. He said 102 buildings 
were inspected and that 230 recom- 
mendations for improvement made. The 
fire equipment was found to be in 
splendid shape and fully adequate for 
a city of that size. 

R. W. Schimmel, a charter member of 
the association, pointed out at the 
banquet that in the first 25 years of 
Bemidji’s history the insurance com- 
panies collected $1,279,000 in insurance 
premiums and paid out losses amounting 
to $926,000. As the expense of doing 
business is estimated at $40 percent 
there was a deficit of $158,000 in the 
business done in this city. 


Reciprocal’s License Cancelled 


ST. PAUL, Nov. 14.—Garfield W. 
Brown, the new commissioner of insur- 
ance, issued his first order revoking 2 
license when he cancelled the permit of 
the Minnesota Insurance Underwriters 
of Minneapolis. This is a reciprocal and 
one of the M. E. Bean companies, which 
have been in more or less trouble with 
the department for the past two years. 

The grounds for the revocation were 
that it was about $8,000 in arrears on 
claims, had not paid its state taxes and 
otherwise had not conformed to the 
state laws. The reciprocal has been in 
business half a dozen years. The last 
statement gave assets at around $58,000. 


Return American Lloyds Securities 


DULUTH, MINN., Nov. 14.—Guarantors 
of the American Lloyds of Duluth are 
being returned the securities deposited 
by them, aggregating nearly $600,000, 
during the organization period of the 
concern nearly three years ago, under 
an order of Judge Magney of the dis- 
trict court. The Lloyds ceased opera- 
tions July 1, the business having been 
found unprofitable, and the guarantors 
wil! receive back the full amount of se- 
curities deposited by them with the City 
National Bank of Duluth. Though the 
unit holders will receive back the 
stocks and bonds deposited during the 
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organization of the company, they will 
suffer loss to the extent of their original 
investment of 25 percent of their total 
deposit, that having been absorbed in 
promotion and overhead expenses. It 
amounted to approximately $250,000, in- 
cluding $75,000 invested by directors of 
the organization. George B. Gray, who 
was vice-president and underwriting 
manager of American Lloyds, is now 
residing in California. 


Extend Fire Protection 


MILWAUKEE, Nov. 14—The city fire 
limits have been extended into North 
Milwaukee, two months ahead of the 
day of formal annexation. The citizens 
voted to consolidate North Milwaukee 
with the city last week and Fire Chief 
Peter Steinkellner immediately ordered 
protection for the new addition to the 
city. Fire prevention and fire inspec- 
tion crews will inspect the territory and 
if there are any fire hazards, they will 
be noted on the chart. There are many 
large factories in North Milwaukee and 
the firemen are to study these plants. 
Milwaukee has a firehouse just a half 
mile from North Milwaukee which will 
serve that district until new houses and 
equipment are furnished there. 





Agency Changes Name 


MILWAUKEE, Nov. 14—The Hilbert, 
Baerwald & Hoffman Co., prominent local 
agency here, has changed its corporate 
name and will be known in the future | 
as Baerwald, Hoffman & Co. | 

The agency was founded as the Hil- | 
bert & Baerwald Co., by the late Carl 
Hilbert, who was one of the most prom- 
inent underwriters and field men in the 
state, and Charles H. Baerwald. Follow- 
ing Mr. Hilbert’s death in 1927, the name 
of the agency was changed to the Hil- 
bert, Baerwald & Hoffman Co.

LINCOLN, NEB., Nov. 14.—Ne- 
braska insurance men’s hopes for a 
separate bureau in the state government 
have been revived by the election of A. 
J. Weaver as governor. Mr. Weaver

OPPOSES STATE RATE MAKING 


Secretary H. F. Badger of Pacific Board 
Addresses California Association 
of Insurance Agents 


Harry F. Badger, secretary of the 
Pacific Board, outlined the general or- 
ganization, aims and methods employed 
by his organization to the California 
Association of Insurance Agents’ recent 
convention at Bakersfield. 

“Undoubtedly one of the most impor- 
tant functions of the board in this state 
is rate making,” he said. Our engineers 
cooperate with the National Board in 
grading cities of over 25,000 population 
and they use the National Board's 
grading schedule, which is used quite 
generally. 

Mr. Badger then explained some of 
the recent changes used by the board in 
announcing revisions of rates and rules 
and the new plan of postponing the 
mandatory date of changes for a period 
of months to permit of a real test of 
the new methods or rates. 

Mr. Badger said that the sprinklered 
risk department is probably the most 
profitable one while the newly organ- 
ized earthquake department is the most 
troublesome. He justified the position 
of the board companies in their handling 
of the earthquake situation during the 
past three years by illustrating some of 
the unknown quantities which enter into 
such coverage. 


Not the Remedy 


“State rating is not the remedy,” he 
“for our deficiencies nor yours; 


said,

LYNN PYROXYLIN LOSS HEAVY 





Serious Hazard Found in Manufactur- 
ing Plant There, With Inade- 
quate Safeguards 





BOSTON, Nov. 14.—Inspectors rep- 
resenting the insurance interests have 
completed their preliminary investiga- 
tion of the fire in the plant of the Pre- 
ble Box Toe Co., Lynn, Mass., and are 
inclined to accept the theory that the 
blaze was caused by a lighted cigarette 
stub. The large quantity of pyroxylin 
in the form of scraps, in solution and 
in finished impregnated stock undoubt- 
edly added to the vapors by decomposi- 
tion after the fire started. 


Occupancy Hazard Severe 


The big hazard, according to the in- 
surance men, was the occupancy hazard, 
which they characterize as severe and 
poorly guarded. Inspectors say that it 
is known that large rolls of cotton were 
being impregnated in a pyroxylin solu- 
tion and being dried in an open room, 
the process liberating much inflammable 
vapor from the solvents. They also 
expressed the opinion that pyroxylin 
scrap was being dissolved in acetone 
and alcohol, in six 285-gallon and one

The work in the plant was what is 
known as agitating rubber gum and 
benzol; dissolving pyroxylin scrap, 
spreading on cotton felt, drying at the 
room temperature, and cutting box toes. 
The goods manufactured were rubber 
cement, pyroxylin impregnated cotton 
felt and compounded solvents. The 
building was one large room without 
partitions. In the section of the build- 
ing where the fire is supposed to have 
originated were a number of wooden 
cases containing scrap celluloid, it is 
said. So quick and intense was the 
flame that the contents of the cases were 
burned without even the inside of the 
cases being charred. 

As a result of the fire and explosion, 
i8 were killed and 35 seriously injured, 
so that the workmen's compensation 
liability will probably far exceed the fire 
loss.

NOTICE GIVEN COMPANIES 
Ordered to Desist from Granting Fire 
Insurance Under Binders Without 
Charging Premium 








BOSTON, Nov. 14—Acting Commis- 
sioner Arthur E. Linnell issued notice 
to the fire insurance companies doing 
business in Massachusetts that informa- 
tion had come to the department of the 
practice of gr anting fire insurance under 
binders on risks which are subsequently 
covered under fire policies issued as of 
dates later than the effective dates of 
the binders without chargine a premium 
to the insured for the time during which 
the binders are in force. 

The acting commissioner calls atten- 
tion to the fact that this constitutes a 
violation of the anti-rebating law. He 
says: “There is some reason to believe 
that some fire companies may not be 
particularly insistent upon collecting a 
premium for the perjod of time covered 
by a binder, even though they know 
that a policv has been issued as of a 
date later than the binder previously 
reported on the risk covered by the 
policy.” 

Contemplates Examination 


The commissioner warns the com- 
panies to desist from this practice, and 
it is further stated that the department 
contemplates examining the records of 
different agents from time to time and 
“if it appears that their companies have 
connived at this practice and violated 
these statutes, they may anticipate action 
against their licenses and those of their 
agents. The fact that a company with- 


ered under a policy issued as of a date 
later than a previously reported binder 
is, to sav the least, somewhat suspicious 
and justifies the inference that it is not 
acting entirely in good faith.” 

The companies are requested to ac- 
knowledge receipt of the warning notice 
and to ‘ ‘impart full and implicit instruc- 
tions to their agents in this state to this 
matter by sending them a copy of this 
circular or otherwise.” 


BUFFALO LOSS NEAR MILLION 





Waterfront Fire Most Serious in History 
of That City—Started by Boys’ 
Bonfire 


BUFFALO, N. Y., Nov. 14—While 
it is still difficult to estimate the losses 
insurance companies will have to pay 
as the result of the fire which swept 
the Buffalo waterfront last week best 
informed opinion is that the total will 
not be far short of $1,000,000, and may 
exceed that sum. The blaze was the 
most serious in Buffalo’s history. 

Boys building an election day bon- 
fire are believed to have set fire to the 
dock and warehouse of the Detroit & 








Buffalo Navigation ‘Company, an old 


fashioned structure, which provided ideal 
fuel for the flames. A gale was blowing 
in from Lake Erie and huge embers 
were carried over a widespread area. In 
spite of a torrent of water from land 
and lake sides the flames spread along 
the waterfront and. two hours later 
jumped a 200-foot gap aicross Main 
street to ignite and damage seriously a 
dozen business places there. 

Flying patrols extinguished many 
minor blazes at points nearly a mile 
from the main fire, including a threat- 
ening one at the New York Central 
station which destroyed the upper por- 


tion of a small office building there. 
The warehouses were burned to the 
ground, and with them were destroyed 


the records showing what they con- 


tained. Included in this were 75 to 100 
new automobiles and much merchan- 
dise, so that the adjustment of losses 


will be a slow and tedious job. 

This fire was still burning when an- 
other ‘broke out in the Elmwood avenue 
business district. Ten companies were 
summoned there and confined the blaze 
to four stores, with loss of $50,000. 

Underwriters expressed the belief that 
the test of the city’s fire department 
was under most trying conditions and 
that it reflected great credit on the per- 
sonnel and equipment. 


Brokers Lose Licenses 


BOSTON, Nov. 14—Following a hold- 
ing by counsel for the Massachusetts 
department that the insurance firm of 
W. <A. Putnam Company, Leominster, 
Mass., had been guilty of issuing binders 
on fire risks without charging for the 
same, and later issuing policies on the 
same risks, dating the policies subse- 
quent to the binders, the department an- 
nounces that the broker’s licenses held 
by the members of the firm, expiring 
Nov. 8, will not be renewed. 

The finding states that binders were 
given on buildings in construction and 
on furniture policies, sometimes for as 
long as seven months. Letters of the 
firm were produced stating the firm ad- 
vertised to cover buildings on binders 
without cost if policies were secured 
later.

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ADJUSTMENT PLAN A SUCCESS 


W. T. Barr Explains Method of Author- 
izing Certain Garages to Settle 
Small Claims 


The functions and purpose of the Pa- 
cific Coast Automobile Underwriters 
gene were explained by William 

. Barr, assistant manager of the organ- 
me at the California Association of 
Insurance ye nts’ recent convention. 
Mr. Barr went into detail as regards 
the makeup of the conference and re- 
viewed the methods employed in com- 
piling data for the purpose of form- 
ulating rates. He took each of the eight 
departments and explained them. 

“It is well known,” Mr. Barr said, 
“that the companies desire to establish 
only equitable and fair methods of rat- 
ing; that they are sincerely interested 
and desire to be absolutely fair to manu- 
facturers, dealers, corporations, copart- 
nerships and individual owners as well 
as the companies who carry the risks.” 

He then explained the various cover- | 
ages and the methods of considering the 
making of such forms as fleet rates, 
gradings, etc. The fun: dag wnsie of the 
stamning and the checking bureaus was 
also explained in detail. 

During the past year the conference 
adopted the plan of appointing selected 
garages as authorized units for the ad- ! 
justing of small claims. This plan, said 
Mr. Barr, is proving to be a success. 

“There are at the present time about 
250 such adjusting units in active oper- 
ation throughout this state,” he said. 
“They are required to secure from the 
assured a report of his loss, to make a 
detailed report covering the damage to 
the car and estimate the cost of repairs, 
transmitting both direct to the companv 
for instructions. The units adjust the 
loss only on direct authority in each 
specific case from the company. When 
such adjustments are made the unit 
completes all necessary papers for the 
company.” 

“This plan,” said Mr. Barr, “does not 
in any way conflict with the agents when 
the company desires to use the agents 
as adjusters. The purposes and benefits 
of the units are self-evident. They speed 
up the handling of minor losses. elim- 











inate much loss of time, unnecessary |! 
delay and expense. Anv policyholder of 
a conference company is now in a posi- | 
tion to obtain immediate service any- 
where in the state.” 


DISCUSS BOGUS AUTO CLUBS 


W. G. Thompson Tells California In- 
surance Agents of Growing Evil—

W. G. Thompson, past president, told 
the California Association of Insurance 
Agents’ convention at Bakersfield, of 
the operations of various self-styled 
“automobile clubs” which have recently 
become active in the state, particularly 
in the rural communities, saying that 
in practically every instance fraud is 
practised through misrepresentation. He 
cited specific instances, displaying to 
the agents numerous contracts and data 
which have been gathered from victims 
of these “purveyors of specious prom- 
ises,” recommending an investigation 
of these organizations for the purpose 
of exposing them to the general public 
as a matter of protection. 

Mr. Thompson’s talk opened discus- 
sion on the subject of “How shall the

by-night automobile 
Arnold Hodgkinson, manager of the 
National Automobile Club, stated it as 
his belief and conviction that the way 
to combat this growing evil—the total 
of such organizations within the state 
now reaching 45—was to sell the idea 
of proper protection in substantial or- 
ganizations so thoroughly that the public 
would not be carried away by the glib 
tongue of the salesmen for, said Mr.

The Massachusetts insurance depart- 
ment has ruled that a company writing 
automobile insurance is entitled to write 
automobile plate glass insurance under 
the section allowing companies writing 
automobile insurance to indemnify an 
owner against loss of fittings and con- 
tents resulting from accident, collision, 
fire and other causes. The attorney 
therefore states that this class is plainly 
a part of the fittings. 


Reprimands Auto Reciprocal 


The Michigan department has repri- 
manded the Atlas Insurance Underwrit- 
ers, an automobile reciprocal recently 
established at Owosso. In announcing 
its licensing in an Owosso newspaper, 
the advertising attempted to conceal the

No 
where in the advertisement was “recip- 
rocal” or “exchange” used. Neither was 
jit mentioned that the officers listed as 
neading the “company” were officers of 
the attorney-in-fact corporation. The 
attorney-in-fact’s name, the Atlas 
Agency, Inc., was likewise ignored. The 
exchange was referred to in large type 
as “Owosso’s newest company” and as a 
jocal concern owned by Shiawassee 
county business men.

REGISTERED MAIL INCREASES 


Heavy, High-Valued Shipments of Se- 
curities Made—Insurance 
Increases 





According to Vincent L. Gallagher, 
secretary of the Continental, billions of 
dollars worth of securities are currently 
being shipped by registered mail as a 
result of present heavy buying and sell- 
ing of stocks and bonds. Most of the 
shipments are made by banks and bro- 
kerage houses to their branches in va- 
rious sections of the country. One re- 
sult of the shipments is that registereJ 
mail insurance, which is written under 
marine forms, is being sold in large 
volume. Many millions of dollars worth 
of these securities are transported by 
mail-plane, to save time and interest 
charges. Fire is the principal hazard 
effecting these shipments. With refer- 
ence to the registered mail insurance 
written by his own company Mr. Gal- 
lagher says in part: 

“As indicated by the estimated total 
of $12,000,000,000 of securities and cur- 
rency to be insured for bankers and 
brokers this year, the figure being based 
on our eight months’ actual showing, 
million-dollar shipments are quite com- 
mon, and individual consignments often 
run as high as $2,500,000. 


Average Premium $7.5 


“The present average premium for 
registered packages of securities and 


currency is approximately $7.50 for 
the insurance of $10,000 in value, while 
for carriage by plane it is $15 for the 
Same amount. 

“When insured losses take place, the 
shipper is promptly reimbursed, the in- 
suring company giving the surety bonds 
necessary to obtain replacement of de- 
stroyed securities. In the case of de- 
stroyed United States government bonds 
or currency, replacement is impossible 
except by act of Congress, which in- 
volves many delays and _ difficulties. 
These, of course, are shouldered by the 
underwriters settling the claims. It is 
customary for banks to obtain blanket 
policies and to report to us daily the 
numbers and amounts of 
ments of values, and 
are made from such data.”

In a brief talk Commissioner Detrick 
pointed out that California ranks fourth 
in the United States for volume of fire 
insurance premiums; second for casualty 
and marine business and first for avia- 
tion. He also stated that 85 percent of 
the business of California is written in 
outside companies; while 91 percent of 
the life business is written in outside 
companies. 

In complimenting the association and 
its officers on their splendid organiza- 
tion and the cooperation displayed, Mr. 
Reid stressed the value of bearing in 
mind that there is an individual re- 
sponsibility on the part of each agent 
as regards the ownership of expirations 
for casualty business as well as fire.

On the other hand, 
the movement is also encouraged by 
professional social workers and groups 
of people who do not understand the 
problem but look on it as the pano-ea 
for the problem of automobile accidents, 
said Mr. Molony. A few misgui ide ad in- 
surance men are also lending their sup- 
port to the movement in the hope that 
t! going to get more commissions, 
as well as the political crowd who see 
added strength and prestige for them- 
he pointed out. 

“The moment you have compulsory 
automobile liability insurance you can 
no more escape state rate mz aking than 
you can escape the sun rising.” he said, 
urging the agents to thoroughly inform 
themselves on the matter and actively 
oppose such legislation. 
Allegations were also made at the

meeting that representatives of the Uni- 
versity of California were countenancing 
the activities of its farm advisors in 
spreading the propaganda of mutual in- 
surance throughout the rural districts 
and after several members had reported 
evidences the discussion was devoted 
largely to methods of meeting this com- 
petition. It was decided to refer the 
matter to the incoming officers for 
solution. 

In reporting for the fire prevention 
committee, Fred E. Hartman, chairman, 
told of the work during the past year 
in cooperation with the California Asso- 
ciation of Fire Chiefs and Jay W.

When 
claims arise under such policies, and 
discovery is made of their very limited 
coverage, there is created in the public 
mind the thought that all insurance is 
to be gauged by such limitation, thereby 
creating an unfavorable impression of 
the whole business of insurance. 

“We, therefore, earnestly request and 
urge all companies to discontinue the 
distribution of these ljmited contracts, 
thus withdrawing an _ instrumentality 
inimical to insurance and the public 
interest. 

Detrimental to Interests 


“That it is detrimental to the interests 
of bona fide agents and brokers to repre- 
sent or place business with (general 
agents or company managers writing 
direct business and it is inconsistent for 
any company organization to permit 
such practice. 

“It is the sense of this association in

Fail to See Reason for National 
Association Representative’s 
Proposal 


RENEWALS ARE AGENT’S 


Casualty Contract Differs Essentially 
from Life Man’s Contract, and 
Procedure Differs Therefore 


NEW YORK, Nov. 14.—Casualty 
company officials fail to see the point in 
the proposition advanced by James W. 
Henry of Pittsburgh, chairman of the 
executive committee of the National As- 
sociation of Casualty & Surety Agents, 
at the annual gathering of the organiza- 
tion at White Sulphur Springs. Mr. 
Henry asserted that provision should be 
made in all general agency contracts for 
valuable consideration in the event of 
their cancellation, as is customary in 
life insurance circles. Managers point 
out the essential difference in the casu- 
alty and the life business, in that the 
latter is held by the company whereas 
the former belongs to the agent. A life 
policy, once properly sold, is seldom dis- 
turbed, especially after it has been car- 
ried a number of years and has acquired 
valuable rights. Ordinarily such a con- 
tract cannot be “switched” from one of- 
fice to another without entailing loss to 
the assured, and any attempt at such 
practice is held to be highly unethical. 

Casualty Situation Different 


As respects casualty lines, however, 
the situation, company men assert, is 
vastly different. This type of business is 
controlled by the agent and not by his 
company. The assured, save in rare 
cases, turns over his insurance account 
to his neighbor, John Smith or “Bill” 
Jones for handling, and is satisfied with 
the companies furnished him by the 
agent. If for any reason an agency con- 
tract is terminated the company does 
not endeavor to hold renewals, recog- 
nizing that these belong to the agent. 
in the event of the death of the agent 
the interest of his family or estate in 
the business is appreciated and is com- 
pensated for on mutually satisfactory 
terms. The only exception to this rule 
of recognizing the business as being 
owned by an agent is where the latter 
becomes indebted to his company for 
premiums, in which case the office some- 
times undertakes to seek renewals in 
order to reimburse itself for the amount 
due. But such action occurs rarely and 
where tried has seldom worked out, the 
assured’s sympathy almost invariably be- 
ing with the local man. 


Contract Terms Not Uniform 


There is no uniformity in the terms 
of general agency contracts, each being 
drawn up in accord with especial con- 
ditions. Some agreements are cancella- 
ble by either party on 30, 60 or 90 days’

MEETING CALLED FOR NOV. 16 


National Bureau’s Legal Board Has 
Had Matter Under Advisement 
for Some Time 


NEW YORK, Noy. 14—When the 
executive committee of the National 
Bureau of Casualty & Surety Under- 


writers meets Noy. 16, consideration will 
be given the automobile liability insur- 
ance situation in New Hampshire in the 
light of the late decision of the supreme 
court of that state in upholding Com- 
missioner Sullivan in his threat not to 
renew licenses of such casualty com- 
panies as supported the rate advance 
ordered early in the present year. 

The legal board of the National Bu- 
reau has had the New Hampshire mat- 
ter under review for a considerable time, 
and since the court decision was made 
has been studying it with a view to a 
possible appeal to the federal court. In 
the minds of several members of the 
board there is warrant for such action, 
though whether it will be followed re- 
mains to be determined. 

As certain legal formalities must be 
compiled with before the court decision 
becomes operative, it is probable that the 
insurance companies will have agreed 
on a course of procedure well in advance 
of the time limit. 

Meanwhile Commissioner Sullivan is 
holding the $60,000 deposited with him 
by the casualty companies. This sum 
represents the difference between the 
automobile liability rates in force on 
Dec. 31, last and those since charged. 
The arrangement is that if the position 
of the commissioner be sustained by the 
court the money will be refunded to the 
policyholders. 








notice. Others may be terminated im- 
mediately. 

The long-heard complaint of company 
officials against general agencies is that 
few of them will develop business out- 
side the large centers, holding that it 
costs them anywhere from 5 to 6 per- 
cent of their 7% percent overriding to 
cultivate the field, and that the time and 
money could be employed far more 
profitably in the home cities. This is 
the primary reason for the steady ten- 
dency on the part of companies to limit 
general agency territories and to estab- 
lish direct reporting agencies in the 
smaller towns and villages. 

Again, it is offered that where a gen- 
eral agent does spend money and talent 
in working his entire field, such for ex- 
ample as has been done by W. G. Wil- 
son in Ohio, T. E. Braniff in Oklahoma, 
Conkling, Price & Webb in Illinois and 
the late Fred L. Gray in Minnesota, 
companies are only too glad to retain 

uch connections, and are fearful of hav- 
ing them disturbed. Thomas Smith, gen- 
eral agent at Philadelphia for the Na- 
tional Surety, is another notable example 
of a man who has worked not: only his 
home center but practically every sec- 
tion of his territory, with the result that 
his agency is probably worth to him not 
less than $250,000 should he care to sell 
it.

NEW HAMPSHIRE COURT ACTS 





Supreme Tribunal Upholds Department 
Head in His War on Increased 
Auto Liability Rates 


CONCORD, N. H., Nov. 14—An in- 
crease in insurance rates which does 
not appear warranted in the mind of 


the insurance commissioner is sufficient 
ground for such commissioner to con- 
sider companies making such increases 
unsafe, unreliable and not entitled to 
confidence and the commissioner, by 
virtue of that opinion, may refuse to 
renew licenses to such companies, ac- 
cording to a decision handed down by 
Chief Justice Robert J. Peaslee of the 
New Hampshire supreme court, in the 
case of the Aetna Casualty, and some 
34 other casualty companies writing 
automobile liability insurance in that 
state, against Commissioner John E. 
Sullivan. 

Commissioner Sullivan refused last 
April to renew the licenses of 35 for- 
eign companies to do business in New 
Hampshire on the grounds that the 
companies had increased their automo- 
bile liability rates some 24 percent in 
that state last December, which increase 
he deemed unwarranted, and on the 
further claim that the companies were 
members of a national bureau which dic- 
tated rates, and still further that the 
companies had not furnished the com- 
missioner with information regarding 
their experience in New Hampshire as 
requested. 

Companies Secure Injunction 


The companies secured a mandatory 
interlocutory injunction to compel the 
issue of licenses pendente lite from the 
superior court last spring. The com- 
panies were allowed to do business 
pending decision of the appeal to the 
supreme court on condition of the im- 
pounding of the increased premiums 
collected, and some $60,000 of such ex- 
cess premiums have been impounded to 
date. 

The decision of the supreme court is 
to the effect that the commissioner was 
entirely within his rights in refusing to 
renew the licenses of the companies and 
that the injunction is accordingly dis- 
solved, and that moreover, upon dissolu- 
tion of the injunction the companies not 
relicensed have no further right to do 
business in the state. 

The court concludes with this com- 
ment: “Whether restoration of the old 
rate will so far remove the stigma of 
past conduct and purposes that the 
plaintiffs will be deemed worthy of con- 
fidence is to be decided by the insur- 


ance commissioner and not by the 
courts.” 

The petition of the plaintiffs is dis- 
missed “unless an order is requested 
for the distribution of the fund held by 
the commissioner,” and 10 days will be 
allowed for any further action by the 


companies. 

Commissioner Sullivan states that he 
has not as vet decided what action he 
will take. “I wish to talk with the at- 
torney-general,” said Mr. Sullivan, “and 
the injunction issued by the superior 
court will have to be dissolved. It also

Retirement! Will 
Not Mean Death to Casualty 
Organization 


The Travelers’ 


SITUATION IS STUDIED 


Body May Yet Sanction Plan to Collect 
Automobile Premiums in 
Instalments 


NEW YORK, Nov. 14—Despite the 
retirement of the Travelers and the 
Travelers Indemnity from membership 
in the National Bureau of Casualty & 
Surety Underwriters, and the submitted 
resignations of three other companies, 
there is no serious talk of scrapping the 
organization. The purpose of the con- 
tinuing companies seems rather to be 
to have the body maintain its existence 
and perform its functions as it has done. 

It was hoped that the management 
of the Travelers could be induced to re- 
consider its resignation, for the support 
to the Bureau of the two affiliated insti- 
tutions both as to their statistical con- 
tributions and their financial aid is not 
underestimated, but thus far Hartford 
has given no ground to justify any such 
feeling. Rather is it the general opinion 
that the Travelers and its consort will 
carry out their announced purpose of 
issuing automobile liability policies upon 
the semi-annual or quarterly payment 
plan, and that a detailed statement as to 
its program will be made public within 
a couple of weeks. 

Move May Be Sanctioned 


If the departure from present general © 
practice is not too radical it may be that 
the Bureau will sanction a like course 
for its members, thereby furnishing a 
basis for the re-entry of the Travelers 
companies into the organization. This 
is speculation, unjustified by anything 
emanating from the Travelers manage- 
ment. If the Travelers carries out its 
further idea of credit rating with respect 
to automobile insurance coverage, a 
wholly different situation will develop. 
Few offices are disposed to follow it so 
far, feeling that credit rating, while 
wholly feasible with respect to compen- 
sation business, cannot safely be applied 
to the automobile insurance line. 

The executive committee of the Na- 
tional Bureau is scheduled to meet here 
on Nov. 16, at which time some definite 
policy with respect to the future of the 
organization may be agreed upon. Mean- 
while the casualty fraternity is watching 
the situation carefully, appreciating its 
critical state.

There was the defect—in his eyes. The 
auto was perfect. But his sight, or lack

BUREAU COOPERATES IN

LALEY ADDRESSES AGENTs 


Growing Demand by Public to Know 
How Rates Are Made by 
Companies 


At the recent convention of the Calj- 
fornia Association of Insurance Agents 
R. E. Laley, manager of the San Fran- 
cisco branch of the National Bureau of 
Casualty & Surety Underwriters, told 
of that body and how it was formed to 
serve the casualty companies and the 
various departments through which it 
functions, in order that the business 
may be adequately served and stabilized, 

“The claim department,” said Mr, 
Laley, “the newest department, has for 
its purpose the elimination in so far as 
is possible of the ambulance chasing 
evil and consequent fraudulent claims. 
Valuable work in this direction is now 
being carried on in New York and the 
department’s activities will undoubtedly 
be extended soon _ throughout the 
country. 


Work in Close Harmony 


“In the educational field the bureau is 
working in close harmony with such 
organizations as the United States Bu- 
reau of Standards in Washington, the 
National Safety Council, the American 
College of Surgeons, the American En- 
gineering Council, a federation of the 
engineering societies and several other 
organizations. 

“Among appropriations made by the 
bureau were one of $20,000 to the Amer- 
ican College of Surgeons in an effort to 
elevate and standardize the profession 
of industrial surgery and one of $25,000 
to the American Engineering Council 
for a study of the relation between in- 
dustrial safety and efficiency of produc- 
tion. The bureau has also made avail- 
able an annual amount of $45,000, known 
as the Automobile Accident Prevention 
Campaign Fund to be spent mainly on 
education in the schools.” 


Rate Making Principle Work 


In spite of these activities, Mr. Laley 
said, the principal work of the bureau 
is along rating lines. 

“Rate making is gradually becoming 
more standardized,” he said, “and the 
public is demanding more and more to 
be let in on a knowledge of the so- 
called mysteries of rate-making. When 
rates are made now, the bureau is ready 
to defend them before anybody who 
questions them. After the last upward 
revision in automobile rates, officials of 
the bureau spent considerable time in 
going from state to state and laying the 
facts before local agents’ committees, 
insurance commissioners, etc. A review 
of the data in the majority of cases 
resulted in confidence on the part o! 
public officials and others that the in- 
crease was entirely justified.” 


Leaves Executives’ Body 


Following the retirement of the 
Travelers from the National Bureau ot 
Casualty & Surety Underwriters, the 
company has now resigned from the 
Association of Casualty & Surety Exec- 
utives, of the executive committee ol 
which President L. F. Butler of the 
Travelers was a member. 


Southern Surety’s St. Louis Office 


The Southern Surety has leased the 
12th floor of the Paul Brown building, 
Ninth and Olive streets, St. Louis, and 
shortly after Dec. 1 will establish exten- 
sive offices there. The lease provides for 
an eventual expansion to 35,000 square 
feet of office space.

Present Reactions to Recent 
Stoddart Report 


MUCH BAD FAITH SEEN 


Colonel Stoddard Calls Chicago Situa- 
tion One for Companies Them- 
selves to Solve 





E. M. Allen, executive vice-president 
of the National Surety, and Spencer 
Welton, president of the New York 


Indemnity, have both announced their 
reaction to Col. Francis R. Stoddard’s 
fndings on the acquisition cost situa- 
tion in Chicago. Mr. Welton has made 
available two letters which he wrote 
last January to H. P. Stellwagen, sec- 
retary of the Fidelity & Surety Acquisi- 
tion Cost Conference. The two letters, 
one dated Jan. 8 and the other Jan. 10 
follow: 

“I have your letter of Jan. 5 asking 
me to send you a letter to the effect 
that the Chicago rules have my approval 
and that my company will observe them. 


Sees Much as “Farcieal” 


“I am not going to do that because 
it seems to me that a lot of this stuff 
is farcical. I have always told you 
clearly in writing where I am in vio- 
lation and why and [I will continue to 
do that but, at the moment, I am not 
inclined to pledge myself to anything 
in view of the attitude of many other 
companies. 

“I was the first to file my approval 
of and determination to stand by the 
acquisition cost rules on surety and I 
long ago came to the conclusion that 
that action was precipitate and ill-ad- 
vised. When the other companies have 
shown the same amount of good faith 
as I have as to the country generally, 
I will talk to them about Chicago. 

“Meanwhile, and for the sole reason 
that other companies have not done 
what it was understood they would 
do, I shall in Chicago, as elsewhere, 
do the thing that seems to me to best 
serve the interests of my own com- 
pany. 

“I am not sending any more infor- 
mation than you already have about my 
Chicago situation because I think the 
whole thing is farcical. 

“I will always tell you of any viola- 
tions I make because I want it under- 
stood now, as always, that there’s no 
attempted concealment on my part but 
merely contempt for the organizations 
which pretend to be in line and actu- 
ally are not or for those which say 
they can’t get in line when common 
sense teaches us that they haven’t made 
any real effort to.” 


Allen Replies to Report 


Mr. Allen says of Colonel Stoddard’s 
report on the Chicago situation: 

“Doubtless, the report of Arbitrator 
Stoddard on the Chicago situation will 
prompt some of the surety companies 
to come out into the open in the matter 
of the acquisition cost rules. Colone! 
Stoddard has challenged all of the com- 
panies in what amounts to a blanket in- 
dictment. 

“As far as the National Surety is 
concerned, the rules at no time have 
been regarded as a ‘gesture.’ Our com- 
pany is not a party to the disgraceful 
situation described in Chicago. We 
joined the conference in good faith and 
when we found that other companies 
within the conference were not acting 
in good faith and were making no ef- 
fort to observe the rules, we withdrew 
as to Chicago and notified the commit- 
tee and the bureau the commissions 
we were willing to pay. We are not

paying excess commissions in Chicago 
now nor have we paid excess commis- 
sions at any time nor do we intend to 
do so. 

“Colonel Stoddard is perfectly cor- 
rect in stating that companies guaran- 
teeing the honesty of others should first 
be honest themselves. 

“We are firmly of the opinion that 
the acquisition cost rules will be ob- 
served in Chicago as they are now be- 
ing observed in New York just as soon 
as the companies make up their minds 
to enforce them. I hope the publica- 
tion of the Stoddard report will bring 
about that result.” 


Blames Home Office 


In the report to which Mr. Allen’s 
letter refers, Colonel Stoddard com- 
pletely upheld the Chicago surety man- 
agers in their contention that acquisi- 
tion cost rules for the city can be made 
effective if and when the companies 
wish to have them promulgated and 
put into practice. He applauded the 
Chicago men for their frankness in 
talking with him. Two paragraphs of 
his report state: 

“The company representatives feel 
that they have not been supported by 
their companies when they have tried 
to correct local conditions. I was im- 
pressed that the lack of agreement by 
the companies in the conference has 
damaged the morale of their representa- 
tives in the field. I believe that the 
fine, high grade men that I met wish 
to do everything possible to terminate 


the present impossible conditions if 
they can get support of their home 
offices. 


“The home offices are primarily re- 
sponsible for the situation in Chicago. 
How can there be any agreement in 
Chicago if the home offices are not 
really agreed? We are wasting our 
time in trying to correct the Chicago 
situation without the sincere support of 
the home offices of the companies. I 
place the responsibility for the condi- 
tion in Chicago squarely upon the lack 
of cooperation of the home offices with 
each other.”

Texas Board of Control Gives Estimates 
to Legislature on Insurance 


Funds Needed 
AUSTIN, TEX., Nov. 14.—Appro- 
priations recommended by the Texas 


board of control to the next legislature 
for the state insurance commission and 
the industrial accident board for the bi- 
ennium beginning Sept. 1, 1929, show a 
grand total of $792,610. 

Of this amount $672,570 is for the 
insurance commission and $120,040 for 
the industrial accident board. 

The appropriations for the insurance 
commission includes an item of $18,300 
for the first year and $16,800 for the 
second year for enforcement of the auto- 
mobile law, either out of the taxes col- 
lected from the insurance companies 
generally or out of the general revenues 
of the state unless the legislature levies 
a tax of approximately three-fifths of 
one percent to be collected on the gross 
premiums written by the automobile in- 
surance companies in Texas. The auto- 
mobile laws was passed by the legisla- 
ture two years ago, but no appropria- 
tion for carrying out the provisions of 
the law was made. 

An appropriation of $110,190 for the 
two years for payment of workmen’s 
compensation is also recommended. The 
payment is to be made out of the taxes 
in the sum of three-fifths of one percent 
of the gross premium collected during 
the preceding year under the workmen’s 
compensation insurance policies written 
in Texas, which taxes so collected from 
year to year amount to from $75,000 to 
$80,000. 

The state insurance commission is di- 
vided into three divisions. The recom- 
mended appropriation for the casualty 
division being $145,290. Salaries $43,710 
each year. 

The appropriation for the industrial 
accident board calls for salaries totalling 
$42,820 and total maintenance $34,400 
each year.

Business meetings were held in the sen- 
ate chambers at the capitol and there 
was a fish dinner followed by a theater 
party.

Hitchcock, Boston lawyer, was appointed 
master to hear the facts in the petition 
of the atorney general of Massachusetts 
for an injunction against the Car Own- 
ers Mutual Liability of Boston and the 
appointment of a receiver, on the allega- 
tion of the insurance commissioner that 
the company is impaired to the extent 
of some $484,000. The company was 
formed to write automobile liability in- 
surance under the compulsory law.

Consolidated Indemnity to Enter 
Field Actively Before End of 
This Year 


GILCHRIST IS PRESIDENT 


Organization Has Strong Financial 
Backing and Probably Will Be- 
come Big Factor 


NEW YORK, Nov. 14.—As an- 
nounced in THE NATIONAL UNDERWRITER, 
John F. Gilchrist is president and A. S. 
White secretary-treasurer of the newly 
organized Consolidated Indemnity of 
this city, which plans beginning busi- 
ness before the end of the year. While 
authorized under its charter to transact 
all forms of casualty and surety cover-

age, Mr. Gilchrist advises that it has not 
yet been determined what lines will be 
taken up initially, nor has underwriting 
talent been employed. The directors of 
the corporation are largely bankers and 
real estate operators of prominence, 
from which it is inferred that the activi- 
ties of the new venture will be confined, 
for a time at least, to guaranteeing bank- 
ing paper and real estate loans, with the 
issuance, probably, of construction and 
completion bonds in connection there- 
with. 

The Consolidated Indemnity has al- 
ready been examined for organization 
by the insurance department, its paid in 
capital and surplus at the time being 
$5,000,000, of which $1,000,000 is for 
capital and $4,000,000 for surplus. It is 
intended to increase the total sum to 
$20,000,000. When the additional stock 
is sold the company will again be ex- 
amined by the department for the capi- 
tal increase. 

Stock Plan Announced 


In notifying of the plans for the cor- 
poration its management says in part: 
“Holders of City Financial stock have 
been given rights to subscribe to the 
stock of the Consolidated Indemnity at 
$28.50 per share, this stock to be paid 
for on Nov. 15. Each share of stock 
issued will have attached to it a war- 
rant giving the holder the privilege of 
purchasing within one year an additional 
one-half share at the rate of $30 a 
share.”

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CAN’T INTERPRET CONTRACT 


Wisconsin Supreme Court Says Indus- 
trial Commission Has No Such 
Power 


MADISON, WIS., Nov. 14.—The 
siate industrial commission has no legal 
power to interpret a contract of in- 
surance, the state supreme court has 
just ruled. The decision is viewed as 
a big victory for insurance companies. 

In the case of the Maryland Casualty 
against the industrial commission and 
Clara Hoffmann, the court decided the 
commission has no jurisdiction to pass 
on the question as to whether a con- 
tract of insurance exists. In this case 
it was claimed a contractor prior to the 
time his insurance expired told the in- 
surance agent to renew his policy for 
the protection of his compensation lia- 
bility to employes.. He did not, how- 
ever, pay the premium, although there 
was some testimony that the agent owed 
him for work he had done for the agent. 
The agent, however, never reported the 
policy to the company. 


The industrial commission held the 


policy in force and gave an award for 
a death of an emplove caused by an 
accident, when the employe was work- 
ing for the contractor. The lower court 
affirmed the award. 

The decision was overturned by the 
supreme court, which holds the com- 
mission has no power to pass on the 
question as to whether the facts are 
such as to constitute an insurance con- 
tract. 


SCHEDULE ANOTHER HEARING | 


Proposed New Rating Program for 
Massachusetts Is to Be Discussed 
Again 





A further hearing on the proposed 
new rating program of the Massachu- 
setts Compensation Rating Bureau will 


be held at Boston Nov. 16, and will; 


likely be attended by -fepresentative 
casualty underwriters. The suggested 
plan for the state is patterned largely 
after that adopted for New York state 
some months ago, and includes the acci- 
dent reporting feature which originated 
in Pennsylvania and was copied in New 
York. Some of the companies objected 
to it, largely it is assumed, because. of 
the expense entailed in the tabulation 
of the figures. As the submission of 
this data, however, would dispense with 
Schedule Z, company men generally 
favor the proposal. 

Under the regulation of the Massa- 
chusetts bureau the opposition of four 
cariers to any suggested move requires 
a rehearing, and at the initial meeting 
four companies were opposed. Hence 
the call was made for a second gather- 
ing on Friday. 


Want Nebraska Law Modified | 


OMAHA, Nov. 14.—The Omaha Build- 
ing Owners & Managers Association 
has voted to cooperate with the Omaha 
Manufacturers Association, the chamber 
of commerce and other organizations in 
an effort to obtain modification of the 
workmen’s compensation laws. 

E. S. Jewell said the insurance companies 
contend their experience in Nebraska in 
the past few years on both workmen's 
compensation and public liability has been 
very unsatisfactory and that rates in 
Nebraska are two or three times as 
high as in neighboring states, for the 
reason that in Nebraska the allowances 
granted by law are much larger than 
elsewhere. A committee of the New 
York association has been working for 
a year with a committee on fraudulent 
claims for the purpose of running down 
eases of persons who make their living 
by faking accidents. It is suggested by 
the iocal association that perhaps the 
erganization of such a committee in Ne- 
braska would have a salutary effect on 
public liability rates 

















REPORT REVISION MOVEMENT 


Federation of Labor Invites U. S. Com- 
missioner of Labor Statistics to 
Attend Meeting 





It has been reported that a movement 
for a general revision of the workmen’s 
compensation acts in the various states 
will be launched at the annual conven- 
tion of the American Federation of 
Labor which opened at New Orleans 
this week. 

Ethelbert Stewart, United States com- 
missioner of labor statistics, has been 
invited to attend the New Orleans meet- 
ing at the solicitation of the workmen’s 
compensation section of the federation. 

At a recent meeting of the industrial 
accident boards held at Paterson, N. J., 
Mr. Stewart is said to have brought out 
that in many states there is no law 
compelling compensation insurance for 
all establishments, while in others there 
is a flaw in relation to the question of 
hazard. What constitutes extra hazard- 
ous employment is defined differently in 
several states. 

A recent survey conducted by labor 
organizations is said to have realized 
that existing state compensation laws 
do not cover al those engaged in in- 
dustry and that small plants are taking 
little or no interest in the question of 
accident prevention. It was shown that 
about 40 percent of the country’s manu- 
facturing concerns average 2.7 employes. 
Among the states in which employes of 
such plants are not covered by ccgp- 
pensation laws are: Alabama, Arizona, 
Colorado, Delaware, Georgia, Kansas, 
Kentucky, Maine, New Hampshire, 
New Mexico, Ohio, Rhode Island, Ten- 
nessee, Texas, Utah, Vermont, Virginia, 
and Wisconsin. 


CONFER ON AMENDING LAW 
Clarence Hobbs and Commission Dis- 
cuss Compensation Situation 
in Nebraska 


LINCOLN, NEB., Nov. 14.—Clar- 
ence. W. Hobbs, representing the Na- 
tional Council on Workmen’s Compen- 
sation, conferred for several hours with 
the Nebraska commission charged with 
reporting an amended compensation law 


to the legislature when it meets two 


months hence. Mr. Hobbs said that 
the Nebraska experience is bad, espe- 
cially in the matter of medical costs, 
and that Iowa rates are only 58 percent 
as high as those of Nebraska, with med- 
ical costs 59.8 percent. He did not de- 
sire to attempt any explanation. The 
condition may be due to higher accident 
frequency or local conditions that in- 
crease accident cost. The council does 
not attempt to fix what fees doctors 
should be allowed, being interested only 
in the total medical cost. 

Mr. Hobbs told the commission that 
the 40 percent loading of rates was ac- 
tually less than the cost of getting busi- 
mess, and that costs are not unduly 
loaded onto the premium. In 1927 the 
cost of acquisition was 41.8 percent. A 
dollar per $1,000 of payroll is the aver- 
age manual rate, and there is not much 
cutting below that. 


NATIONAL COUNCIL MEETING 


Hostility of the Mutuals Is Not Made 
So Noticeable as It Has Been 
at Former Sessions 


NEW YORK, Nov. 14—The annual 
meeting of the National Council on 
Compensation Insurance will be held in 
this city Dec. 6. There is little talk now 
of the withdrawal of the stock carriers 
from the organization because of the 
vigorous opposition of their non-stock

associates to a progressive rating pro- | 
gram. The latter class of concerns are | 
far more amendable to reason than was 
the case some months ago. Nothing has 
been done with respect to granting in- 
surance to coal mines. The experience | 
of the carriers with such type of risks 
has proven anything but satisfactory. 
Three companies continue to write the 
class, selecting offerings with extreme 
care, but there is no disposition on the 
part of the offices generally to re-engage | 
in the business. 


Oklahoma Accidents Reduced 


OKLAHOMA CITY, Nov. 14—Accidents 
reported among workmen in Oklahoma 
for the first 10 months of 1928 show a 
marked decrease from those reported for 
the same period of the previous year, 
according to Judge Kyle, chairman of 
the Oklahoma industrial commission. 
Besides a reduction in the accidents re- 
ported to the commission, there has been 
a material decrease in the number of 
serious accidents, he said. The greatest 
menace in Oklahoma is in the oil fields 
as most accidents occur in these districts, 
he observed. 


Directs Missouri Bureau 


H. R. Northrup, who has in recent |

The insurance department has not made 
an official announcement of what it pro- 
poses to do, but it is well known among 
Kansas insurance men that the compan- 
ies have been advised by Commissioner 
Baker that he does not regard the eyi- 
dence already submitted as of sufficient 
weight to warrant him allowing the in- 
creases the companies proposed.

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MAY RAISE MONTHLY RATES 


Death and Dismemberment Losses 
Cause Heavy Drain on Companies 
Writing That Class 


A very peculiar situation exists today 
in the monthly accident and health busi- 
ness and company executives are very 
much puzzled over it. The records 
show that within the past five years 
death and dismemberment losses have 
increased 200 percent. Claims on acci- 
dental deaths have been pouring in on 
the companies and the resulting situa- 
tion has developed a demand on the 
part of the companies for an increase 
in rates to cover this condition. 

When this increase will go into ef- 
fect, officials of companies writing that 
class profess not to know, although 
some of them express doubts as to 
whether it will be put into effect be- 
fore the middle of next summer. The 
increase in rates, they say, “will not 
be above 10 percent, for we must hold 
our old business.” 

On the other hand, most of the com- 
panies find that their monthly premium 
health business is very good. The busi- 
ness is profitable and the loss ratio 
highly gratifying. It is only in the 
death and dismemberment cases that 
the companies seem to be getting hit 








and they are being hit hard. 





DETROIT MANAGERS’ MEETING 





Discuss Variations in Classifications of 
Monthly and Commercial Policies 
—Next Meeting Dec. 10 


DETROIT, Nov. 14.—At its monthly 
meeting, the Detroit Accident & Health 
Managers Club discussed the variation 
in classifications of monthly and com- 
mercial policies, as well as methods ot 
preventing fraud in making out policies 
and differences between agents and in- 
spection companies on prospect reports. 

Some companies, it was pointed out, 
require no medical examination on the 
part of the policyholder except such as 
might be asked from time to time by 
their own doctors. Still others, as was 
cited by several individual reports, de- 
manded prorating of reports where the 
policyholders carried life insurance with 
accident or disability clauses. 

A consensus of the meeting revealed, 
however, that more and more accident 
and health insurance is being sold today 
with accompanying large premiums be- 
cause many business men and other sub- 
stantial citizens are carrying greatly in- 
creased life policies. This, the mem- 
bers of the managers’ club believe, has 
made prospects more conscious of in- 
surance values.

CENTRAL WEST MAN TELLS 
COMPULSORY COVER’S EVILS 





DETROIT, Nov. 14.—Appearing be- 
fore the Casualty & Field Club of Mich- 
igan in its monthly meeting here, John 
\aughn of the Central West Casualty 
atrainged compulsory automobile insur- 
ance and cited the views of the average 
insurance man as opposed to legislation 
of this kind. 

““Proponents of compulsory insur- 
ance,” Mr. Vaughn said, “claim that it 
will reduce litigation, reduce accidents, 
eliminate the reckless and irresponsible 
driver and will provide the injured party 
with his just due. 

Loss Ratio in Massachusetts 


“How many claims will be adjusted 
out of court if everyone knows that 
every car Owner Carries insurance? Do 
you think that this state of affairs will 
reduce litigation or your loss ratio? 
The loss ratio certainly climbed up in 
Massachusetts, but I fail to see any re- 
lef thus far in increased rates. It is 
not sane to imagine that the political 
party in power, having passed compul- 
sory insurance, will jeopardize their po- 
sition by increasing rates as long as the 
insurance companies are paying the bill. 

“And accidents will be reduced—just 








what magic power is possessed by an 
insurance policy to keep the owner out 
of accidents? Compulsory insurance, I 
maintain, will not only fail to reduce 
accidents, but will actually increase 
them. People today, who are uninsured, 
are operating their cars more carefully 
because of the fear of consequences in 
an accident. 


Claim Is Ridiculous 


“The third claim of compulsory in- 
surance proponents is ridiculous. How 
can reckless and irresponsible drivers be 
eliminated when their irresponsibility is 
protected bv law? It is impossible to 
weed out all careless drivers. There is 
a new crop coming each year. And an- 
other thing, can we refuse coverage to 
an owner whose drivers are careless?”

Robbery-Damage “Racket” 

DETROIT, Nov. 14—A new “robbery 
and damage racket,” according to police 
of this city, has made its appearance on 
local streets, and has fleeced several vic- 
tims out of all the cash on their persons, 
at the same time resulting in damaged 
automobile fenders and bumpers and not 
a few black eyes and other bruises. 

The “racket,” as police term it, con- 
sists of a crew or gang of men who 
follow a prosperous looking machine and 
driver to side streets or outskirts of the 
city, where one of two rickety machines 
speeds in front and suddenly slows down. 
The violent stopping of the unsuspect 
ing driver to avoid a collision is usually 
followed by the second antiquated ve- 
hicle slamming into the rear of the vic- 
tim’s car. 

A loud argument usually ensues be- 
tween the three drivers. The two in 
cahoots always demand damages on the 
spot, setting their fees according to the 
appearance of their victim. If the lat- 
ter fails to “come across,” the passen- 
gers of the two old machines, usually 
numbering about five or six, set upon 
the unsuspecting driver and pummel him 
while the leaders extract whatever money 
and valuables they can find on his per- 
son. During the past week six such in- 
cidents have been reported to _ police. 
One man was identified as a driver in 
such a holdup and held for trial in local 
city court.

No! Because she remem- 
bered that, ten years be- 
fore, her husband had 
stopped paying premiums 
on it and allowed it to lapse. 

But that isn’t the end of the story. When 
her husband stopped paying his premiums, 
he gave no instructions as to what he wished 
done with its cash value. The Travelers, 
following its customary procedure under such 
circumstances, carried it along on the ex- 
tended term feature. 

The extended term period on that par- 
ticular policy recently expired, and The 
Travelers, following its usual custom, started 
an investigation to find out whether or not 
the policyholder was still alive. A few days 
later a Travelers adjuster knocked on the 
door of a little home. 

“Did your husband at one time have life 
insurance in The Travelers?” he asked, after 
learning that the woman who came to the 
door was the person he wanted. 


“Yes, she replied, ‘‘but 
he stopped making pay- 
ments about ten years be- 
fore he died. I found the 
policy a year or two ago, 
but I thought it was worth- 
less, so 1 threw it away.” 

“That makes no differ- 
ence,’ replied the adjuster. 
“That insurance was still 
in force at the time of his 
death. Here is a check for 
$5,000.” 

You can imagine her 
pleasure and surprise upon receiving this 
$5,000 check out of a clear sky. But what 
she found most difficult to understand was: 
why should The Travelers go to all the trouble 
of finding her and paying her that $5,000 
when no one outside of the Company knew 
that the money was owing her? 

Had she known The Travelers better, she 
would have known that this was not an 
exceptional case; that The Travelers spends 
thousancs of dollars every year in investigat- 
ing just such cases as these to make certain 
that its polieyholders or their beneficiaries 
shall receive every dollar which is rightly due 
them. 

It is instances of this kind that convert 
Travelers policyholders and agents into en- 
thusiastic boosters for the Company. 
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
